This distinctive Red Book variety was created when the die 
sinker first spelled out STATES as STETES, then realizing the 
error, punched an A over the erroneous E. The obverse is 
also easily identifiable by the die lump at the base of the 
neck between the 5 in 1795 and the last star. High in the 
condition census, this MS62 is likely the SECOND FINEST 
KNOWN. 


Nicely struck from the cracked, later die state with the 
cracks from star 12-15. All of Ms. Liberty’s curls are sharply 
defined, and only some light softness of strike on the eagle’s 
breast keeps us from calling this CHOICE Mint State piece 
fully struck. Both obverse and reverse have a soft, pastel 
antique sliver-pewter patina that shows off splashes of rose, 
apricot, old gold, and pale blue. We are pleased to note 
that all the flaws seen on this coin seem to be mint made, 
from the die defects, a small planchet flaw in the central 
reverse, and what appear as edge marks are in reality the 


slight misalignment of the edge lettering devices imparted 
by the casting machine. The eye appeal of this early half 
dollar is impressive.

This is the epitome of a “GEM” AU Draped Bust half 
dollar, and it is certainly among the finer known pieces, 
positioned at the lower end of the Condition Census for 
O-101. After the 1797 Small Eagle half dollars were struck, 
the denomination went on a striking hiatus, as none were 
struck in 1798, 1799, or 1800; by 1801 there was demand 
from depositors for half dollars again and 30,289 were 
struck using two die pairs. The O-101 is listed as Rarity-2, 
but since no half dollars had been produced since 1797, 
these went right into circulation and most known examples 
are lower grade, with Fine to VF being most usually seen. 
In AU this date is a RARITY, and is actually RARER in 

Mint State than the Small Eagle type of 1796 and 1797. 
This borderline UNC coin has the fabulous look that Dale 
actively sought! 


Brilliantly lustrous surfaces have a strong underlying glow, 
accenting the rich golden and azure patina that graces both 
sides, deeper at the rims, lighter in the centers. The centers 
are sharply struck up and only light peripheral weakness at 
the obverse stars. The surfaces are pleasing and the wear is 
barely perceptible at all, the eye appeal is great.

The currently offered “GEM” AU58 specimen seemingly 
“came out of nowhere” when it was cataloged in its first 

and only previous auction appearance. This is an earlier 

die state than the Eliasberg-Price-Pogue and Stack-Bolen- 
Pogue examples, missing the bisecting obverse die crack. 
Possessing a bold strike, the central portions of the obverse 
and reverse designs are fully and crisply struck up, while the 
left peripheries show typical weakness, though the definition 
is stronger than the other AU58 coin. The surfaces are evenly 
and beautifully toned with warm dove gray overtones that 
yield to tannish-gold, soft powder blue, and accents of russet. 
A blush of underlying luster clings to the surfaces, giving

The Reeded Edge half dollars make up a transitional series between the classic Capped Bust type (1807-1836) designed 
by John Reich (and altered over time by William Kneass) and the Gobrecht-Peale Seated Liberty half dollar series that 
would begin being struck in 1839. These were the first half dollars struck using the Steam Press, and allowed for the use 
of a closed collar, which created the reeding on the edge, rather than needing a separate step to put the edge lettering on.

The strike 
is bold and complete for the date, with strong definition 
throughout. The luster is quite bold for a coin of this grade. 
While there are some minor lines and thin scratches seen 
with the aid of a strong glass, these are appropriate for the 
assigned grade and do not detract the unaided eye. The 
visual allure is excellent. 


PCGS 4, NGC 1. A PCGS MS61 just sold in the Stack’s 
Bowers March 2022 sale of the Huberman Collection, a 
coin that had been off the market since the 1978 sale of the 
Harold Bareford Collection, realizing $28,800.

There are just 
two in MS62 graded finer, and it has been off the market 
since the October 1999 sale of the Harry Bass Collection.

As the Civil War continued into its third bloody year, 
mintages dropped dramatically as wide spread coin 
hoarding continued. Only 5,000 three dollar gold pieces 
were struck for circulation. PCGS CoinFacts estimates 650 
survive in all grades. This is a very pleasing slider example, 
a perfect AU58 for the Everyman set. 


A very pleasing green-gold coloration adorns the lightly 
circulated surfaces. Struck from clashed dies, Liberty’s 
curls show some of the typical weakness seen on this 
date. Frosty, somewhat subdued luster is seen on both 
sides, which show some minor marks from its brief time in 
circulation, none of which are singularly distracting to the 
visual allure. 


PCGS 30, NGC 77, CAC 7. There are clearly many 
duplicate submissions of this date in hopes of getting a 
Mint State grade, and the quality is usually poor for the 
grade, as only 7 have received CAC approval.

one of just 440 on February 25 and the remaining 2,190 

on December 6. A somewhat overlooked date, though 
specialists in the series realize just how rare this date is in 
Mint State. Indeed, as the PCGS and NGC certification data 
suggest, most Mint State survivors are lower grades, MS61 
and MS62; CHOICE and finer examples are VERY RARE. 


As with most low mintage issues, the fields are distinctly 
flashy and somewhat Prooflike.

Scholars believe that the 
mintage is somewhere around 1,000 pieces, similar to the 
1871 and 1872. The Bowers-Winter reference on the series 
suggests that 600-700 were struck; Jeff Garrett and Ron 
Guth just say unknown; PCGS CoinFacts states 100; and the 
late David Akers wrote: “Based on the number of specimens 
that | have seen and on the number of auction records in 
comparison to some of the other low mintage dates in the 
series, | would estimate that at least 200 or 300 pieces 
were minted, possibly more.” We feel the PCGS CoinFacts 
mintage figure is incorrect, as they estimate a total of 

187 survive in all grades. There is also some controversy 
regarding originals and restrikes. It is thought that the 
closed 3 type are originals and the open 3 variety (known 
only in Proof), are the restrikes. 


Since the mintage was tiny, most known examples are 

at least partially Prooflike. PCGS only recently began 
certifying non-Morgan dollars as PL, and this one is a NO 
BRAINER! On first glance, you might confuse the deeply 
mirrored reflective surfaces for a Proof, but the surfaces of 
the Proof strikes are very distinct and so this coin is NOT 
a Proof. The luster is fabulously brilliant and flashy! The 
devices show a nearly a full strike, with a thickly frosted 
texture that creates a nearly CAMEO-like contrast between 
the fields and devices.

Dave 
Bowers wrote in the 10th edition of the Judd reference: “The design was the same for each denomination and the strikes 
conform in size to the regular coinage...fantasy designs were prepared with no relation to current coinage motifs...to avoid 
creating ‘rarities’ by using regular dies.” These designs are missing the required mottoes and a denomination. 


How were these found? Our consignor relayed the following information, summarized for clarity: As a journeyman 
machinist in the early 1980is, the consignor was employed by a press rebuilding facility that was assigned the task of 
overhauling and repairing penny presses likely from the West Point Mint. After several months the machines were in 
working order and the Mint sent a large bin of blank planchets and press operators for testing. They were on site for 

a number of days and ran what seemed like thousands of test samples. Even though the blanks were thought to be 
meticulously inventoried, a few pieces managed to roll away and become trapped in a gap between the floor and the wall. 
Sometime later, months after the presses had been returned to their home at the Mint, the consignor was repairing a circuit 
breaker box and noticed the shine of the copper in the gap. He put them in his tool box where they would lie undisturbed 
for the next 40 years. In preparing to move, the consignor was cleaning out his home and rediscovered his old toolbox 
containing these uncommon test samples. With some help and guidance from the Message Boards, the consignor was able 
to have the coins certified and graded solidifying their rarity.
